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COUNTY TRUNK Z PAVING 


Taxpayers of Outaganiie county inter- 


ested ia the reason for the high cost of 
county government could hardly expect 
to find a more glaring example of the al- 
most tots! disregard for principles of busi- 
ness and economy than the recent bond 
issue to pave County Trunk Z from Ap- 
pleton to Katikauna with arniesite. z pat- 
ented pavement, ^nd the subsequent ! 
award of the^contract for this work. 


Not only is the whole proceeding lack- 


ing in business principle but it has the 
aspect of deliberate and careful calcula- 
tion to submerge the best interests of the 
county arM taxpayers for the benefit of 
individuals. 
- • 


The responsibility of courses rests upon 


the county--board-which, at its last session 
authorized a bond issue of S175.000 for 
road improvement purposes and permit- 
ted the bond resolution to specify that 
$80,000 was to be used for paving Counts- 
Trunk Z with amiesite. thereby prevent- 
ing consideration of other types of pave- 
ment for that highway. The highway 
commission, pursuant to this resolution, 
this week-awarded the contract for paving 
this highway^ -with amiesite for approx- 
imately $S,OOD, or SLOOO more than the 
amount specified- in the bond issue. 
. Just why the county board in its reso- 
lution should have gone to the trouble of 
specifying a certain type of patented pave- 
ment for this highway when it authorized 
the bond issue is not quite clear. State 
law prohibits a municipality- from speci- 
fying an particular type of^pavement even 
in the advertisement for bids but the 
county board goes so far as to specify by 
name the particular brand of pavement 
that must be laid on a highway, thereby 
effectively shutting out all competition 
and leaving the taxpayers to the tender 
mercy of the contractors. 


There is nothing to indicate that the 


type of pavement specified for this high- 
way is so much better 
than other 


types available to the county to make 
its selection a wise business 
move. 


So far as the records go this pat- 
ented road covering cannot be considered 
a permanent pavement'when it is placed 
on a macadam or crushed rock base as 
•will be done on County Z. Investigation 
would have shown the count}- board a 
number of instances where this pavement 
laid under similar- circumstances have not 
been entirelyj-satisfactory. So far as we 
have been unable to determine there is no 
good business-reaspn to Justin- the coun- 
ty board's action in completely shutting 
out competition on this project. 


Nor can we-see 'where the board showed 


foresight and judgment in raising money 
by bond issub'tor graveling highways. 
Inasmuch as-bonds are tantamount to a 
mortgage on-the county's future reve- 
nues it appears to-tss that money raised in 
this manner should be expended only for 
a permanent "pavement and not for tcn.- 
porary surfacing such as graveling. It is 
probable that long before the principal on 
this bond issue is retired it will be neces- 
sary again to resurface the roads on which 
this money was snent. It would be far 
wiser to paj- for graveling out of current 
tax levies and leave the revenue 
from 


bond 
issues for* permanent 
improve- 


ments.

It ex- 
presses a wide-spread conviction. 


The feeling that Hoover has demon- 


strated his presidential stature by large 
experiences and achievements is respon- 
sible for the rapid dissolution of the farm 
revolt in the middle West arrd its almost 
complete disappearance in Iowa.

CONTROLLING RADIO 


There are 55 broadcasting stations that 


will certainly quit the air on Aug. 1. 
These are stations that, have 
defaulted 


their broadcasting rights by failing to ap- 
pear before the Federal Radio commission 
and show cause why they should not be 
discontinued. 
This is so much to the 


good. The air clears a little. 


There are 109 other stations in the list 


the commission is seeking to kill off, 
which have been in Washington lately 
fighting for their lives. They all have the 
indorsement of influential bodies: they 
all plead their own merits. The commis- 
sion will probably deny the pleas of at 
least half of these before the fata! date, 
and take the rest under advisement. 


Some of the stations ordered to quit 


will then carry therr cause to the federal 
courts, and there will be litigation. The 
air channels, however, must be cleared if 
radio is to serve its purpose. Where sta- 
tions are not eliminated directlv bv dis- 
approval of the commission with court 
sanction, the same purpose may be served 
by voluntary mergers.

lack of legislation, enabled large number 
of stations to con:e into existence unnec- 
essarily, crowding the available wave- 
bands. Xow a harassed commission with 
one hand tied must co the best it can and 
earn the ill-will of scores of stations and 
communities.

Use Gentleness And Care 


When ChUd Shows Fear 


BY OLIVE ROBERTS BARTON 


/-|-*HERE ar« two kinds, of fear. 


I 
One a child is born with. 
The 


-*• 
other h« acquires a* bis exper- 


iences of life increase. 


Tbo first kind, known to psycholog- 


ists by various names and never fully 
analyzed, is a difficult thing: to deal 
with, difficult in two ways. First the 
parent cannot help the child to over- 
come it without calling- his attention to 
th» fact that he Is. afraid. To suggest 
that he- is afraid may set in bis con- 
scious mind the idea of fear. It works 
in a circle. 


Th» child is not conscious of this 


fear. It manifests itself as sort of a 
vague premonition, an awareness of 
some ever-present danger. 
At any 


rate it causes him great unhappiness. 
Probably it is born of centuries of 
man's wanderings when the instinct 
of self-preservation was more neces- 
sary than the urge for food. 


Pathological clinics have discovered 


that in an amazing: number of small 
children there is a decided 
fear of 


death. That is surprising in a. child 
who has had no association or knowl- 
edge of death 
It is purely instinctive. 


On this fear is. in all 
likelihood, 


based the other fear with which we 
are more tamiliar and which the child 
acquires by actual or suggested ex- 
perience. Th:s is known as objective 


and has a decided impetus toward 
certain things such as the dark, a 
noise, an «ntt»>«i, fire, a distorted per- 
son, or an unfamiliar object. . 


These are bad things and a child 


should b» protected from them by 
every effort of which his parents are 
capable. 
They are bad for a normal 


child but 
for 
the 
unhappy 
child 


obeseed by the voyage instinctive fear, 
they are disastrous. 


Never scold a child for being afraid. 


Probably no other trait calls for so 
much patience on the part of a par* 
ent as this unaccountable shrinking 
from people and things. In such a 
child, a tub of Water may arouse his 
fear to the point of agony. He may 
hare an aversion to a certain flight 
of stairs, or a strong wind. The best 
way to do is to try carefully and gent- 
ly to show him that these things are 
harmless. 
Never try to force him. 


Time will do wonders. 


But to add to his terror by threats 


or ridicule- is cruel and silly. Never 
call him a coward. And never make 
fun of him. 


Threatening him with a dark closet, 


the policeman or a bear, '« unthink- 
able. Parents today should know bet- j 
ter. These tactics are usually employ-1 
ed in the mistaken idea that a child | 
is being disciplined. He isn't. He is 
being tortured and ruined.

Under the present plan, a trained 


music supervisor viill have charge of 
between 20 and -5 rural schools. She 
w;l! visit each school one-half hour 
per week and will at that t;me out- 
line the nest weeks' work for the 
regular teacher to carry oat. Tee sal- 
ary will be paid 
jointly by 
the 


schools. Eacn district will pay about 
?90 per year. 
"Those who oppose the plan," Mr. 


Meaung said, "give three reasons, 
for their opposition rVrst, they say' 
the regular teachers are not. equip- 
ped to teach music: second, they say 
as all grades are together in a coun- 
try school it would not be possible to 
carry 
out a progressive 
program 


w,th children of the first and eighth 
grades in the same class: third there 
is not sufficient time under the pres- 
ent program to teach regular sub- 
jects without including music. 


In answer to the first 
argument, 
3!r. Meating pointed out that ths 
county was not facing any more se- 
rious problem with untrained teach- 
ers than had the city of Appleton 
when the music program was inau- 
gurated here. He said plans were be- 
ing made by Dr. Earl L. Baker, head 
of the music methods department at 
J-awrence college, to include a music 
methods course in the regular cur- 
riculum at the Outagamis Rural Xor- 
mal school at Kaukauna this fall. 


"With this new course in 3 years 


all county rural schools will be able 
to secure teachers equipped to han- 
dle regular music work, 


To fit the present teachers for the^ 


•work, plans are being made for a 
short instructive music course at the 
teacher's 
institute 
before 
rural 


schools open. Mr. Heating said, and 
in addition, the teachers of each dis- 
trict will meet every Saturday with 
the music supervisor to discuss prob- 
lems which they must meet. 


To meet the second argument, Mr. 


Heating said that at present the chil- 
dren in rural schools are so woefully 
lacking in any kind o£ music training 
that all can be enrolled in beginners' 
classes so that, they can get the ele- 
ments of the work, in a few years 
he admitted, the problem of separat- 
ing the students would have to be 
met but explained that the matter 
was being carefully studied and when 
the time was ripe, a. solution would 
be ready.
